The ambition of three Missouri Pacific 
railroad clerks to champion the cause of 
suffering humanity by reducing *the.cost 
of living was at least temporarily 
checked Monday by Judge Fisher.

The application for bchemethtion as a 
benevolent organization was made by 
E. J. Kurth, C. E. Bacon and John J. 
Charleston. In withholding the decree 
Judge Fisher simply made this nota- 
tion on the application papers: 

“Supplying necessaries of life is pure- 
lv a matter of business.” 

When the application was made E. J. 
Kurth, lawyer before he 
became a railroad clerk, said he _ be- 
eved a charter as a benevolent insti- 
tution could be obtained because it was 
the purpose of the organization to buy 
goods, not to sell them.. The plan was 
tc enrol] heads of families as members 
and through the. organization purchase 
fcod and household supplies direct from 
wholesalers, thus eliminating the mid- 
Cleman’s profits. 

So confident of success were the or- 
ganizers that they elected officers and 
announced Saturday that the associa- 
tion was already on a working basis. 
Several._members have been purchasing 
goods at wholesale with the aid of the 
association. 

. With a charter as a benevolent insti- 
ttuion the association could have dper- 
ated without paying taxes.

As far as could be learned, the Fed- 
erals had about 1600 men engaged, in- 
cluding 200 cavalry, under Commandante 
Barron, chief of the rurales, in Sonora. 
The rebels showed remarkable organiza- 
tion througheut the battle. Every point 
of vantage was guarded, including the 
adobe guardchouses on the international 
line, and every trench and building in 
the outskirts of Agua‘ Prieta had its 
squad of mea waiting to get into action. 

One bullet passed through the hat of 
an American trooper on the interna- 
tional line. United States cavalrymen 
were dismounted, standing beside their 
horses. The mounts were finally moved 
to sheltered positions behind the adobe 


~ buildings along the ine. The army am- 
bulances also were held here.

Oscar Goll, who accompanied the 
Associated Press correspondent, was 
struck by a-bullet on the side of the 
head while watching the progress of 
the fight from Fourth street. A long 
gash was cut in his scalp but he was 
not dangerously wounded. 

Goll was the first American struck 
on this side of the line in today’s 
fighting. He is a newspaper man, 
employed in Tombstone and was for- 
merly immigration commissioner of 
Cochise County, Ariz. He was treated 
at the Red Cross Hospital. 


The Associated Press correspondent 
found “Red" Lopez, one of the rebel 
chiefs, who commanded the garrison of 
All of the Lopez men had 
been engaged since early firing began. 


Lopes Calls It Victory, 

Said Lopez: “We concentrated our fire 
of sharpshooters on the two machine 
guns that the Federals brought into 
action and succeeded in putting them 
out of business.

Pay Is 50 Cents a Day and 


Equipment and Advancement 
Is Offered. 


By Associated Prees. 

EXICO CITY, April 17.—A general 
call for volunteer soldiers to serve for 
six months has been posted. The call 
is made to ali citizens between 18 and 
45 years who desire.to offer their serv- 
lses to the country. The pay is 50 
cents a day besides, clothing and 
equipment. The customary inducement 
of advancement in rank and pay to 
those who prove worthy is included. 

In addition to the regular army, in- 
cluding such volunteers as may be ob- 
tained, the War Department has at its 
disposal numerous volunteer organiza- 
tions maintained by wealthy planters, 
mine owners and others. 

The Government is offered the serv- 
ices of these men, and while the cases 
of the acceptance have been rare, the 
cepartment can at any time, by avail- 
ing itself of these bodies of men, in- 
crease its fighting force to the extent 
of many thousands. 

This activity in the War Department 
overshadows the much-taiked-of plans 
for peace.

ARRY BROLASKI’S ‘book is out. 
H Its titlais “Easy Mopey or 
ing for Suckére,”’ and although it 
would not take a prize in a literary con- 
test, it is a remarkable production. 
While the author, a former St. Louis 
sure-thing gambler, racetrack tout, 
horse, oWner, and card- table cheat, pro- 
fesses deep penitence he tells of his 
transgressions with a _ sort of relish 
which robs the book of the moral effect 
which it might otherwise have. 
Brolaski Says that he is now enlist- 
6d in the cause of reform. Though not 
an evangelist he has been touring the 
East for more than a yerr Gelivering 
oddresses against gambling in general 
and racetrack gambling in prrticular. 
In the palmy days, of horseracing in 
St. Louis he was, according to his own 
confession, member of a disreputable 
e£ang of ringsters who. used every de- 
vice from plain theft to wire-tapping to 
fatten their awn pocketbooks at the ex- 
pense of men whose friendships they 
cultivated for the sole purpose of 
robbing them, :

Brolaski tells of his return to St. 
Louis to purchase the steamer Hill City 
and of a disastrous season in San Fran- 
cisco. 

“IT left San F 
day, 1904, broke, arriving 
with hardly enough to pay my hack 
fare from the depot to the Southern 
Hotel,’ he writes. ‘I then commenced 
to figure with several gamblers to get 
them to put up the money to finish my 
boat, and finally succeeded... I renamed 
thé boat, “Corwin H. Spencer,” after a 
prominent citizen and business man of 
St. Louis. 

“Tl started out in the spring of the 
World's Fair year as master of that 
steamer, the greatest floating gambling 
hell that ever existed on the Mississippi 
or any other rive?.’’ 

Under the chapter heading, ‘Some 
Racetrack Experiences—Tricks of the 
Game,” Brolaski tells of his career as 
a sure-thing gambler on the St. Louis 
tracks, 

‘The bookmakers,’’ he writes, ‘‘would 
all get together about 11 o’clock in the 
morning, after they had fixed up one 
or two races for the day, and would 
make the prices they were to give the 
public for the afternoon. I had suc- 
ceeded in buying the help of ,one of 
the employes of the track. This man 
furnishec me with the prices. The lead- 
ing bookmaker of the combination en- 
deavored to induce me to bet against 
horses that they had fixed to win. Two 
notable instances were the Old Stone- 
Forehand race, and the Taby Tosa- 
Little Scout race. The Old Stone-Fore- 
hand race was fixed for Forehand to 
win and in thetr morning prices the 
combination laid 7 to 10 against Fore- 
hand. 1 proceeded to undo their scheme 
and arranged for Old Stone to win.

Little Hope for Recovery of 
Edward Detler. 








Edward Detter, 19 years old, was sh 
by his brother William at 1:15 a. m. 
Sunday, because of his refusal to give 
\william a -dtink of whisky. He was im 
a -critical condition at the city hospital 
Monday. He was shot in the abdomen 
und the physicians said ‘there was little 
probability of his recovery. 

Edward Detter was employed at the 
city hospital as an attendant. He was 
sitting in his home, at 1610 Carroll 
street, with his brother. Philip. and their 
mother, Mrs. Mathilda Detter, when 
William, a bartender, came in. 

Mrs. Detter told the police William 
entered the house and asked for a drink 
of whisky. Edward replied that he had 
rrone, and William declared. 

“I’ve just bought a new revolver, and 
I will shoot you if I don’t get a drink.” 

“Fire away,” replied Edward in a 
joking manner. 

William, who had drawn his revolver 
during the conversation, fired. The bul- 
let entered Edward's abdomen. He 
walked across the street to the ‘city 
hospital. 

William ywas arrested a few minutes 
later, and was taken to the hospital, 
where Edward identified him as hav- 
ing done the shooting. He was taken 
to the Soulard Street Police Station, 
where he is held pending the outcome 
of his- brother’s wound, 

At the hospital Monday, Edward Det- 
ter told a slightly different story. He 
said his brother entered the house with 
the statement that he had bought a 
new revolver, and Edward said: 

“That don’t look much like a revol- 
ver to me. You couldn't shoot any- 
body with that.”’ 

He said his brother then fired. Ed- 
ward said he had never had a serious 
quarrel with William, and that he did 
not know whether William intended to 
shoot ‘thim or had done so accidentally.

report protesting against its passage. The 
Teasure passed the House on February 14 by 
a -vote of 221 to 92. The Underwood bill was 
.reported unanimously last week. It is doubt- 
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GOV. WILSON’S LEADERSHIP. 

The value of enlightened and aggressive 
leadership in the government of a state is 
demonstrated in the adoption of the Geran. bill, 
one of the principal measures-of the Wilson 
administration, by the New Jersey Legisla- 
ture. 

The bill is designed to protect the ballot 
box from partisan assaults, to assure honest 
elections and to give the voters control of 
elections and party organizations. Although 
electiogh officials are to be divided between the 
leading parties, they are to be appointed under 
public supervision and only after qualifying 
examinations with reference to character, in- 
telligence, health, handwriting, eyesight and 
special fitness to be intrusted with the care 
and counting of ballots. Candidates and dele- 
gates to national conventions are to be chosen 
by direct primaries. The choice for President 
may be printed on the ballot, thus giving the 
voters opportunity to indicate preferences and 
preventing the selection of presidential candi- 
dates by the secret conferences of bosses. Un- 
der the law candidates for the Legislature 
may pledge themselves to support the lead- 
ing candidate for the United States Senate. 
This tends to a true restoration -of contro) to 
the people in harmony with republican insti- 
tutions, 

The law carefully prescribes the manner of 
voting and provides safeguards against frauds. 
the bill was desperately opposed by the bosses 
of both parties, but Gov. Wilson’s strong, intel- 
ligent leadership, with the popular support it 
brought, prevailed against their influence,

He never gave a soiree of 
eslephantine proportions or sybaritic appoint- 
meénts, so the common people heard nothing ‘of 
him, He assumed,, in fact, to’ discharge the

It would have been bad enough if this was 
the extent of his delinquencies. But utterly 
mistaking the functions of his great office Dr. 
Hill went to mussing in international business 
affairs. He harbored a fatuous notion that 
justice has some.small place in the commercial 
relations between two nations which aban- 
doned justice when they made their tariffs. He 
fancied that the impact of reason would make 
an impression on the German business con- 
science and that the American interests af- 
fected would go half way to meet the expected 
concession,

government. Jefferson was the bolder 
thinker and innovator. Hamilton wag 
the shrewder and more practical stateg- 
man. Jefferson proclaimed far in ad- 
vance of his time a new gospel of free- 
4om. With less faith in the wisdom and 
virtue of the people, Hamilton drew 
from the example of Great Britain nd 
other monarchies principles of popular 
reatgaint which no doubt were needed. 
Neither was satisfied at first with the 
Constitution. Hamilton regarded it as a 
short-lived affair. Jefferson saw in it 
the germs of tyranny. Yet Hamilton 
became ohe of the most powerful ad- 
vocates of its adoption, and Jefferson, 
with his followers, made it acceptable 
by attaching to it the bill of rights. 
Today it is Jefferson who is quoted by 
leaders of all parties, but it is Hamilton 
and men who thought as he did who 
still speak through the Constitution and 
the courts. The tendency has been for 
Hamiltonism to give way to Jeffer- 
sonism, and such is HMkely to be the 
case hereafter, but splendid effigies of 
the two can friever be out of place at 
the national capital.
